The taste magnet, described to 


tho American Chemical Society to- 
day by John W. Hasslcr of tho 
West Virginia Pulp & Paper Co., 
Tyrone, Pa., uses Iho same kind 
of carbon as gas masks. 


The carbon is "activated," that 


is, it Is given an unusual power 
of attraction. 
This is done by 


pulverizing tho black material into 
particles so fine Ihat tho carbon 
is virtually all surface. 
In that 


condition 
it 
acquires 
electrical 
forces 
common 
to the 
carbon 


atoms that form one of the basic 
substances of all the living world. 


Use of the taste magnet is lim- 


ited to food which can be tempor- 
arily reduced to a liquid or gas 
during treatment. It is also lim- 
ited to the tastes and odors due 
lo impurities. 


"For example," said Hassler, "it 


Is not possible to make quinine 
less bitter by treatment with ac- 
tlvated -arbon, Because bittorness 
is a physio-chemical property of 
quinine. 
However, if a liquid nap- 


pens to contain quinine then ac- 
tivated 
:arbon 
will remove 
the 


hitler laslo by actually absorbing 
the quinine and removing it from 
the solution." 


Ho said that Ihc carbon magnet 
takes unwanted 
flavors 
out of 


sorghum, cane and corn syrups, 
pineapple Juice, vinegar, and va- 
rious drugs. 
It Is particularly 


good for cleaning up alcoholic liq- 
uors, wines, glycerine and water. 


It has worked well on lard and 


sugar. In the case of gelatin the 
carbon 
removes 
virtually 
all 


traces of animal odors.

They are 


proceeding slowly and systematic-

jective of lining up the huge Ford 
system. 


Union Proceeding; Slowly. 
Their intention Is seemingly to 
organize the outlying and 
feeder 


plants of tho Ford industrial em- 
pire rather than attack the main 
citadel—the 
huge 
River 
Rouge 
plant which employs some 110,000 
workers. 
Their plan of strategy 


is to obtain control of 
plants 
which supply vital parts to tho

work inward. 


"Ford will eventually be union- 


ized and will be with the union," 
Homer Martin, president of the 
U. A. W., stated unequivocally af- 
ter Walter P. Chrysler had signed 
an agreement with the union. 


Ford's plants, however, *arn not 
so designed as to permit sitdown- 
ers to get the upper hand. The 
structures sot well back from the 
street, inside Ford property, and

Ho did tell reporters, however, 
that ho did not favor any "forced 
retirement" from the court. 


"The mental faculties* of many 
Judges are keen and acute at IS 
and 80," McCarran added. "I don't 
favor 
any constitutional amend- 


ment at this time."

Marvin H. Creager, president of 
the American Society of Newspa- 
per Editors, told his colleagues 
today that standardization Is In- 
imical "to the very life of the 
press." 
"Standardization 
nevertheless 


has itj nose under our tcntflapa," 
he said, in opening the fifteenth 
annual convention of the society 
at the National Press club. 


"Standardized 
features 
have 


tended to make newspaper offices 
Into assembly plants rather than 
real producers. But the nose is 
getting longer. 


"There comes now a demand 


that editorial workers shall con- 
form to certain tests imposed by 
a membership in a national or- 
ganization and that none be em- 
ployed or remain employed except 
members 
of 
that organization. 


Happily this demand is being gen- 
erally withstood. 


"Insofar as these demands re- 


late to better pay and working 
conditions there can be no quar- 
rel with them. Newspapers demand 
the best that is In a man, in 
brain, energy and loyalty. They 
should pay liberally for that brain, 
energy and loyalty and they have 
not all done so." 


Creager, managing editor of the 


Milwaukee Journal, said there is 
an upward trend in editorial pay. 
He added there is "very remote 
danger of a faithful worker ever 
being overpaid."

Amerkn" says an announce 
ment made last week in 
connection with a meeting 
of steel men. The foreign 
demand for such scrap h;:s 
greatly increased. The av- 
erage yearly exportation for 
10 years ending in 19315 was 
only 300,000 tons. But Inst 
year ;t rose to nearly '2,- 
000,000 tons, and this'year 
it is expected to reach a.- 
000,000. 


The scrap is used mostly 


for armament mumii'acturo 
and goes mostly to Great 
Britain, Italy 
and 
Japan. 


Many 
American 
experts 


think ihis trade should bo 
strictly controlled, so as to 
keep most of the scrap at 
home. A licensing mcnsu.ro, 
for thi.s purpose, lias been 
iutroclii'.eil in Congress, 


Ordinarily .such an 
aim 


would bo accomplished iri- 
tunilly by paying a better 
price at home than the for- 
eigners nay, if we need the 
stuff more'. Our consumers, 
public 
or 
private, 
could 


really hau< the scrap for 
less 
Lhan 
the 
foreigner 


pays, b^cnu.-ic the latter has 
to pay the freight.

Paul Walscr. College station, co- 


servation service, was the princi- 
ordlnator of the national soil con- 
pal speaker at Tuesday's luncheon 
meeting of the Lions club at the 
Navarro Hotel. 
After describing 


the alarming conditions of soil at 
the present time, and the rate of 
tpec'd it In being destroyed, Mr. 
Walser described numerous meth- 
ods by which some of it can be 
reclaimed. 
Jay A. Silverbcrg had charge 


of today's preliminary program, 
and 
presented 
his son, Herbert 


Lee Silverbcrg. in two piano so- 
los. 
His numbers were "Allegret- 


to" ftom the Sonatina, by Beeth- 
oven, and "The Cathedral."

Of tHmost Importance. 
Mr. Walscr said the conserva- 


tion of soil and water, which nat- 
urally reduces flood and drouth 
menaces, is of utmost importanca 
to every American farmer, busi- 
ness man and citizen, because all 
of them depend, one way or an- 
ot"er ,upon the productivity of tho 
soil for their llvlihood. The speak- 
er said the United States Is going 
through u period of soil wastage 
unparalleled In world history. 


He pointed out that soil erosion 
damage 
is costing 
the 
United 
States 400 million dollars annual- 
ly; that 50 million acres of land 
have been destroyed by erosion, 
that another 50 million acres have 
beer 
severely damaged 
to 
the 


point that a farmer has a diffi- 
cult time in making a living and 
that 300,000 acres of 
cultivated 


land arc being abandoned annual- 
ly.Similar figures 
lulling of 
like 


damage In Texas were given by 
Mr. Walscr. He said in Navarro 
county les.i than 5 per cent of the 
land 
which 
has 
been examined 


has suffered little or no erosion; 
that 35 per cent has lost 25 per 
cent of its precious topsoll and la 
Sullying; t'.iat 50 per cent has lost 
75 per cent of its topsoll, and 10 
per cent has been destroyed. 


Other Damages.

ductivity of land by erosion, Mr. 
Walscr 
pointed out, arc

lakes, highways, damage caused 
by floods and droughts, and lower 
standards of living. 


Methods successfully utilized to 
protect lands, the speaker declar- 
ed, are the use of fertilizers, the 
rturn of lands to natural vegeta- 
tion, protection of cultivated areas 
by a combination of erosion pre- 
vention methods, including terrac- 
ing, 
contour 
tillage, 
supporting 


terraces by strip crops, and the 
protection of terrace outlets. 
In conclusion, the speaker dis- 


cussed 
cases where soil erosion 


methods had protected lands anrt 
areas 
from 
flood 
and 
drougth 
damage.

after asserting that the Harlan 
county sheriff, county judges, po 
lltica] organizations and the coal 
operators association of the coun 
ty had joined In resisting organl 
zation of Harlan miners. 


He recited a long history of 
Harlan county operators' 
refusal 


to outer Into national coal agree- 
ments, or even to deal with union 
officials.
